“It’s a lie. A deliberate, dastard- 
ly canard.

Meanwhile great demonstrations 
of joy were going on.

Become. As Dogmatic As Priests 


| Of Middle Ages Says Professor 


By WALLACE KNOX 
(By Universal Service) 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Cat.,! 
March 24.—Popular science teach-| 


ers of evolution are in danger of 
becoming as dogmatic as priests 
of the middle ages, according to 
a statement made here today bv 
Stewart -W. Young, professor of 
physical chemistry at Stanford. 
These teachers no longer put for- 
ward evolution as a theory, but 
declare that it is a fact or a 
law. They support their views 
largely with documentary evi- 
dence in the form of manuscripts 
of Darwin or Huxley, just as the 
old priests honestly swore by their 
testaments and rituals to prove 
that man is the son of God. Both 
attitudes are philosophically un- 
tenable, Professor Young claims. 


Unless there is a change in the 
attitude of instructors in popular 
science, scientists will become a 
laughing stock for the more edu- 
cated in years to come, Professor 
Young claims. “We no longer 
believe in the bible because we 
are no longer Christians; doubt- 
less we shall 2130, cease believing 
in the scientists “when they allow 
themselves to lose 
fact that nothing can ever be 1n 
absolutely proved fact. 


“Ignorance increases with every 
new. bit of learning. When a dis- 
covery is made, it opens up a 
new field of which we know noth- 
ing. The original theory of evo- 
lution did just that.—It provided 
a basis upon which scientists and 
men of learning could work in 
the future. Applying its simple 
rules as an ‘hypothesis they are 
able to advance knowledge _ re-

Removing the dangerous ex- 
plosives, Pane immediately notifi- 
fied the police and two men were 
detailed to the case. Up to a
